grew intense. 


A REPRIEVE. 


Everything 
was in readiness, 
and 


the officers of the law were 
about 
to 


perform 
their 
most 
painful 
duty, 


when tlieprivate Secretary of Govern- 
or Bradley suddenly 
appeared 
on tlie 


scene aud arrestod 
the 
execution 
by 


presenting 
the followingorder: 


Executive Department, 
\ 
Carson 
City, Dec. 17th, 1874. / 


To Sheriff Swift, State of Nevada: 


Sir: 
You are 
hereby 
ordered 
to 


postpone the execution 
of John 
Mur- 


phy untilThursday, December 
14,1874. 


L. R. Bradley, 


Governor of Nevada. 


Deputy Sheriif Parker 
mounted 
the 


scaffold and read 
the reprieve 
aloud. 


The announcement 
was received with 


considerable 
cheering, and there were 


also heard some expressions 
of dissat- 


isfaction. 
Sheriff Swift drove rapidly 


away with the prisoner, 
leaving the 


crowd to vent their feelings 
as best 


suited 
them. 
Although the reprieve 


htates the 24th as 
the time for the 
ex- 


ecution to take place, it is asserted by 
lawyers that Murphy cannot now be 
hanged until he shall have 
been 
re- 


sentenced, 
which cannot be until the 


next session of tbe District Court, ou 
the 
first 
Monday in March, 
1875. 
Murphy expressed 
bis readiness 
to die 


; undgave 
outward signs of displeasure 


because 
lie was 
not hanged. 
It was 


the nltiuavit of a twenty years' 
ac- 


quaintance) of Murphy questioning his 
sanity that induced 
the Governor to 


grant tliereprieve. 
PARTICULARS 
OP MURPHY'S CRIME. 


At this time, although previously 


given iv the papers, the circumstances 
which led to the killing of McCallum 
by Murphy will be of special interest. 
Murphy, it will be recollected, 
was 
employed at a camp in the mountains, 
near the Summit House, as cook. 
For 


some reason 
ho was discharged 
and 


John 
K< 
McCallum 
WM given the 


situation. 
This led to a feeling of an- 


imosity on tho part of Murphy, and a 
quarrel subsequently 
ensued, 
in which 


McCalltiin struck 
tlie former in the 


face with a mustard 
cup, producing 


a severe 
wound. 
Murphy then pro- 


ceeded 
to 
Carson, 
got 
bis 
wound 


dressed and 
on several 
occasions 
ex- 


pressed his determination 
to kill Mc- 


Callum. 
As the latter was passing 


Ihe St. Charles 
Hotel, 
in Carson, 
on 


the 12th of May last, Murphy sudden- 
ly sprang 
from his place of conceal- 


ment and commenced bring, following 
his victim quite a distance, 
and 
dis- 


charging three shots 
at him, one of 


which struck 
McCallum in tiie back 


and proved fatal in a few days. 
While 


in jail at Carson, Murphy is reported 
to have 
said, when relating the cir- 


cumstances 
of his 
crime, "I declared 


when a boy that no man should mark 
or distigure me aud 
live, and 
by 


no man has. 


Mr*?i 
A party 
of 
Rio Vista 
fishermen 


killed a pelican of peculiar color a few 
days since, 
it measured 
eight feet 


from tip to tip ami there 
were 
three 


pounds of lish in it when killed. 
The 


color, brown 
mottled 
and white, is 


said to be unusual 
if not altogether 


unexampled.

AN OLD MINER'S EXPLORATION ON THE 


ISLAND. 


In April, 1872, Mr. Lick employed 


William C. Bennett, a pioneer and an 
experienced 
miner, 
now residing at 


Gilroy, to visit the island 
and exam- 


ine the leads discovered thereon, with 
a view to determining their character 
and prospective value. 
As there' has 


since his visit been no attempt 
to de- 


velop the mineral resources 
of tho 


island 
or discover 
new 
ones, 
his ac- 


count of what lie saw and the conclu- 
sions he drew (herefrom 
apply lo tbe 


island now as well as at tbe time of 
the visit. 
Proceeding to Los Angeles 


by steamer, 
lie there procured a small 


boat and ran out to the island,making 
the landing without difficulty. 


THE SURFACE 
OF TIIE ISLAND 


Is hilly, and the main range which ex- 
tends from north to south, shields tho 
bay on tbe east side of the island from 
the 
prevailing 
winds, 
which 
blow 


from the southwest. 
The 
water is 


deep, tho shore 
precipitous, 
tlie sui- 


face calm 
and the 
largest 
ships can 


ride in safety in the harbor. 
On. the 


west side of the island is ariol her deep, 
land, locked harbor, capable 
ofaccom- 


modating 
about 
half a dozen 
huge 


ships. 
The southern 
portion of tbe 


island 
ts covered 
with brush 
and 


scrub-oak, while the northern part is 
more open. 
The soil is adobe, 
inter- 


spersed 
with a kind ofsand formed by 


the slackening of (be limestone,which 
forms tbe principal element of the ge- 
ological fornintson of (be island, it is 
unfit for cultivation, but wild goats 
grow in profusion and afford 
pasture 


for from 10,000 to 20,000 
head of sheep 


every year. 
The only buildings upon 
it are a two-story frame honse, said to 
have boon erected 
as a barrack 
for a 


company of Coiled States troops 
sta- 


tioned there for some time during the 
rebellion, 
and 
tlie cottages 
of 
the 


sheep 
owners 
and 
their herdsmen. 


The climate corresponds to that ofLos 
Angeles. 
Fish are 
abundant 
in the 


harbors, but there is 
110 game on the 


island worth mentioning. 
Regarding 


the 
MINI?HAI, RESOURCES 
OF THE ISLAND, 


Mr. Bennett says: "Attho time of my 
visit there had lieen about four hun- 
dred mineral 
locations made 
on the 
island, but they had all been 
aban- 


doned. 
They were 
made 
when the 


island was supposed to be public land. 
There were then a number of miners 
on the island. 
They did a good deal of 


surface prospecting 
and If they had 


remained would probably have devel- 
oped some good mines: but when Mr. 
Lick bought up 
tbe old grant of tbe 


island 
made by Plo Pico in 
1840, they 


all abandoned 
theirclaims ami left the 


island. 
They 
never 
returned 
and 


nothing 
more was ever done on the 


locations. 
The veins in their general 


character 
appeared 
to resemble 
the 


Reuse 
River and White Pine mines. 


They have 
the 
same 
general 
trend 


from north to south, 
like them they 


dip to (lie east, and like them they are 
narrow, with a premise of being rich. 
Like them, the rock is 


IMPREGNATED WITH UAXdCNA, 


And can only he successfully reduced 
by smelting. 
The veins 
lie encased 


in limestone, while occasionally 
one 


has walls of slate, but they form tlie 
exception. 
Some of the tunnels were

He feared 
being 


vexed and harassed 
and did not feci

to carry it on success- 


fully."
